d. The modification of a liaited nua'car of 7-15 'a hy 
1S85 and their assignment to an operational command and the development 
of operational and logistics procedures- to ensure & capahility to opera- 
tionally launch, if required, a liaited nuahar of existing FMALS in 1985,
